Resignation Given 
Bv Cuban Cabinet 


HAVANA, July 16.— (UP) — 
The Cuban cabinet today tendered 
its resignation to President Ful- 
gencio Batista. 

Informed sources interpreted 
the cabinet resignation as indicat- 
ing that congress has gained su- 
premacy in its long-brewing fight 
against the administration. The 
crisis was reportedly precipitated 
not by policies of the government 
or legislative problems, but strict- 
ly by political patronage. 

The friction began in June when 
the government dismissed several 
thousand public employes in all 
ministries and refilled these jobs 
ith adherents of the Social Dem- 
ocratic coalition parties which 
i'swept President Batista into office 
in 1940.

“The 
weather we've been having 
ideal for the first brood of boll 
weevils.” 

Several methods of fighting the 
weevil, he said, are ineffective in 
damp weather “just when they 
are needed most.” 

The United States Weather Bu- 

reau said in north Géorgia, where 
the crop is later, cotton was show- 
ing ‘considerable improvement, 
with bolls forming.” 
Other crops suffering from lack 
sunshine were corn, sweet po- 
tatoes, tobacco and peanuts. The 
bureau said recent weather had 
been favorable, however, to truck 
crops and added that later va- 
rieties of peaches surpassed the 
earlier crop both in size and qual- 
ity. : 

The persistent rains have hin- 
dered harvesting and curing 
tobacco.

in charge of home management, 
who says one of the big prob- 
lems of the nutrition campaign 
to get the farm families to make 
proper use. of the food produced 

One outstanding need that of 
creating better food habits and a 
desire for proper foods, she ex- 
plained. This is being accomplish- 
ed by encouraging every FSA 
family to plant two or more acres 
of wheat strictly for home use, in 
addition to teaching housewives to 
make tasty breads along with im- 
proved methods of cooking meat, 
eggs and vegetables 

‘In a study of egg consumption 
we find that more eggs are sold 
to purchase needed home supplies 
than are eaten by the individual 
families,’ Miss Thompson said.

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Non-Com Pilots 

A system under which a threatening short- 
age of pilots may be alleviated is now being 
initiated by the Army, with a Georgia soldier 
the first to be selected under the set-up. This 
permits enlisted men to..receive training as 
pilots in the Air Corps, whereas heretofore only 
commissioned officers have been rated pilots 
and the ranks of air cadets have been re- 
stricted to youths with a minimum of two 
years of college education or able to pass an 
examination involving subjects taught in these 


years of college. 

While the Army air schools today are turn- 
ing out pilots at a rate more than comparable 
to the delivery of combat craft, many experts 
feel a bottleneck may develop in this phase of 
the defense program within a short time. It 
even now is evident in the supply of flying 
officers trained and able to handle the larger 
bombers. The new system under which en- 
listed men will be trained as pilots should 
eliminate the possibility that a serious shortage 
will develop next year when the full impact of 
the defense program is felt. 

The Navy for some time has given aviation 
training to enlisted men, although the bulk of 
combat fliers remain those who have had a 
minimum of college work and who have earned 
commissions in the rigorous courses given at 
Pensacola, Jacksonville and Corpus Christi. 

Many of the pilots that have blazoned the 
name of the RAF in fearsome letters across 
the skies of Europe have been non-commis- 
sioned officers. The proportion of non-com- 
missioned officers in the RAF is comparatively 
high and it may be that future years will find 
the Air Corps of this country with a similar 
proportion. 

However that may be, it remains obvious 
that only the highest type youngster can be 
accepted for flight training. Modern ships re- 
quire detailed technical knowledge, a stout 
physique and a keen brain. Consequently there 
can be no criticism of a system which obtains 
the highest possible effectiveness,

Good Riddance 


Some 500 active agents for the governments 
of Germany‘and Italy now are en route to their 
homelands. Their consulates in this country are 
‘closed. Driven underground are their com- 
patriots who seek to hamstring this government 
*in its efforts to build defense machinery and 
to aid Great Britain. These will be effectively 
handled by the government. 

Well gone will be the others. As diplomatic 
officials they possessed an immunity from ar- 
rest that gave them a free hand in activities 
inimical to the best interests of the United 
States. Sabotage of Italian vessels in American 
ports, for example, was ordered by an attache 
of the Italian embassy in Washington (which 
will remain open, but under restrictions). The 
Nazi consul in New Orleans, Baron von Spiegel, 
in another example, baldly warned that the 
German government would not forget the ac- 
tions of the United States and that reprisals 
would follow after the war. He did not deny 
the statement, but merely explained, blandly, 
tHat it was “off-the-record.” This same man 
offered a propaganda library to a southern 
college and sought to have a professor removed 
from the faculty because he did not favor 
the Nazi form of life. These are merely the 
apparent things these consuls and their aides 
have been doing in this country. The under- 
cover doings, one may be sure, were much 

more vicious and their removal 
country will do much to safeguard the people 
of the land.

Daylight For Defense 

President Roosevelt has requested congress 
to give him the authority to order daylight 
saving time, either upon a regional or national 
basis, for such part of the year, or all, as he 
finds necessary for national defense. 

This is a simple, yet good move. 
taken in Britain long ago. 

It gives to workers in defense industries an 
extra hour of daylight. It provides for them 
additional opportunity for health-giving rest 
or recreation in the sunshine and, in indus- 
tries not operating on 24-hour basis, it pro- 
vides another hour for operation without call- 
ing on power to provide artificial light. 

There is a serious power shortage, particu- 
larly in the southeast, and the President made 
particular reference to this section in his letter 
outlining the need for the time change, to con- 
om td leaders. He estimated that by put- 
ting the entire country on daylight saving 
time a reduction of 736,282,000 kilowatt hours 
of electricity wsed annually could be made. 

That reduction, of course, would be the total 
of all the light saved in homes and stores and 
offices, etc., as well as in industry itself. 

Not only would daylight saving be good 
from the defense standpoint, but a majority 
would enjoy it for personal reasons. All, how- 
ever, even those on whom it might work some 
Slight inconvenience, would willingly accept it 
as a method through which they can do some- 
thing for the cause of national defense.

A FOOLISH ARGUMENT.

Fair-minded citizens of the south Georgia to- 
bacco belt, as well as growers and sellers of the 
golden Jeaf who understand the manner in which 
the Georgia market is operated, will likely chuckle 
at efforts of some north and middle Georgia news- 
papers to blitzkrieg Commissioner of Agriculfure 
Tom Linder into seeking a later opening date than 
August 5 for the Georgia market. 

Evidently those who are back of this movement 
either have no knowledge of the system followed 
in selling tobacco each season, or have a bone to 
pick with the warehousemen and executives who 
selected the opening date at a recent national 
meeting. 

The average citizen of this section, and cer- 
tainly the farmer and warehouse worker, knows 
that the Georgia tobacco market remains open as 
long as there is tobacco on the sales floors. No 
time limit is set for closing the market, and if 
there is an insufficient amount} of the crop on 
warehouse floors to open the sale, the auctioneer’s 
chant does not begin. 

Certainly there can be no _ discrimination 
against the Georgia farmer as long as he has a 
guaranteed open market for his crop. Whether 
or not he sells it the first day, the second, or the 
last day of the marketing season, matters little at 
all, so long as he receives the fair market price 
which, fortunately, the United States government 
has guaranteed. 

All this fuss about the market opening too 
early is a lot of poppycock stirred up by people 
who ought to come down to south Georgia and 
learn more about the manner in which we market 
our tobacco, before they start renning our affairs.

WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


LONG SESSION WASHINGTON, July 16.—War developments 

and a constantly expanding legislative pro- 
gram have dimmed all hopes of an early congressional recess or 
adjournment late in the summer. It is now apparent that the 
session, already six and a half months old,,;will run far into the fall 
and perhaps continuously for the remainder of the year. 

Up until a short time ago both houses were laying plans for 
beginning a series of three-day recesses after disposing of the pend- 
ing $3,500,000,000 tax bill. With all of the regular and emergency 
defense appropriation méasures passed by July 1, there seemed 
nothing in sight to prevent congress from taking a vacation or even 
adjourning outright, once the new revenue bill was out of the way. 

Heavy additions to thé program, however, have changed the 
situation entirely. : 

Besides the tax bill, which is yet to be acted on by either house, 
a half dozen or more important measures have now been definitely 
added to the list, all carrying clear-cut or tacit administration back- 
ing. The rapidly expanding calendar presages full days ahead, 
Here is what the program includes: 


FULL PROGRAM Amendment of the Selective Service Act to 

permit retention of draftees in the Army 
for more than one year. It has stirred up a hotbed of controversy 
already. 3 

The War Department-sponsored property seizure bill, due to be 
reported by the Senate Military Affairs Committee next week. Be- 
cause of threatened spirited opposition, the administration has been 
forced to modify the measure to specify items needed for defense 
which would come under the jurisdiction of the legislation. 

Price control legislation now being redrafted by Defense Price 
Administrator Leon Henderson. 

Two supplemental appropriation bills recommended by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt only last week, one providing $4,770,000,000 for the 
Army and the other $3,323,000,000 for the Navy and Maritime Com- 
mission. 

An additional appropriation of approximately $7,000,000,000 for 
thessecond portion of the lease-lend British-aid program, estimates 
for which have not yet been prepared. 

Recommendations by the Securities Exchange Commission for 
technical changes in the act to aid the capital market and to stimu- 
late financing for defense. 


APPROPRIATIONS APPROVED The defense appropria- 

tions are slated for swift 
approval, but most of the others will be the subject of bitter con- 
troversy. Unless past standards fail as a guide, the senate may 
spend a month debating the tax bill alone. Due to the constitutional 
provision that all revenue legislation must originate in the lower 
house, the measure has not even been considered by the Senate 
Finance Committee vet. At the outside, the committe probably 
cannot be expected to report a bill to the upper chamber before 
the middle of August. 

A hot fight over the price control bill has been foreshadowed 
by the action of congressional leaders in summarily rejecting the 
preliminary draft of the measure by Administrator Henderson, 
Efforts are now being made to work out a compromise combining 
features suggested by Bernard Baruch for freezing prices, rents and 
costs as they stood on a given day. The administration is afraid 
to allow the huge defense program to reach its full stride of ex- 
penditures without effective safeguards against runaway prices on 
civilian goods whose production will be greatly curtailed. 

Ordinarily there would be enough elements of controversy in 
the tax, property seizure, price control and selective service bills 
to keep congress in a furore of debate for months. There are no 
present indications that the situation will be changed by the fact 
that we are operating under a national emergency proclaimed by 
the President in his most recent fireside talk to the nation. 
CRITICISM OF CONGRESS One of the chief criticisms be- 

ing made of congress is that, 
by injecting*too much controversy into vital measures bearing on 
national defense, it is failing to live up to its responsibilities under 
the national emergency. It makes neither for national unity nor the 
proper recognition due the President as commander-in-chief of the 
nation’s armed forces. 

Particularly would that seem to be true of the opposition raised 
to selective service extension, the price control and property seizure 
bills—all equally important In their respective spheres of defense 
activities. There is even a possibility that two of the bills may be 
defeated—price control and selective service extension. 

Defeat of the latter measure would have startling implications 
if the national emergency we are in is to be taken seriously. It 
would be equivalent to congress setting itself up as a higher military 
authority than the commander-in-chief of the nation and the chief 
of the -Army general staff, General Marshall. Both he and the 
President have recommended that the vear’s limit of service on 
selective service troops be removetl as a matter of great urgency.

CONCEPT OF DEMOCRACY We now are engaged In a great 


effort on behalf of a concept 
of democracy. We believe it to be a,common effort. We feel it 
is the greatest common effort since the one of 1776. 

How vague—or how clear—is that concept of democracy? 

We see and hear shocking things. We see organized pressures 
and forces destroy the integrity of universities and schools. Knewle 
edge always is under fire. The sources of knowledge always are 
under fire. 

Let us think about that concept— 

In our own time we have seen the hated Gerardo Machado close 
the University of Cuba when he was holding all power in his own 
hands. The university professors were reduced to the status of 
beggars. 

We look across the seas and see that the first thifig the dicta- 
tors of Europe did was to take over the police, and #t up a secret 
police. The next thing they did was to take over fe schools and 
proscribe their own rigid censorship of what could be taught. 

We see that always the emotional mechanics of those who would 
take all power from the people is to find a scapegoat people. 

It always has been so. 

In our history books we may read of it In past centuries. 

In our own lifetime we have seen the Armenians persecuted 
and killed. Hitler tortured and exploited the Jews. In our own 
country there are ruthless, unscrupulous men who constantly seek 
to agitate anti-Semitic terrors and to create interracial troubles, 
The same groups in southern states which openly do one, secretly 
carry on the other. 

Is this concept of a democracy clear enough for us to defeat 
these ruthless ones? Are we, the peaceful, hopeful ones, strong 
enough to defeat them? 


P..T. A. REPORT How clear is our concept of what this thing 
called democracy should mean to all the 
people? 

The P.-T. A. report on juvenile delinquency is on my desk. It 
is a thick report and still incomplete. 

Let us look at a few samples | 

Girl. Aged 12—In junior high school. Mother died last year, 
Father remarried. Stepmother refuses to take care of children who 
are living in filth with two feeble-minded sisters and a feeble- 
minded brother. There is no one to care for them. 

Girl. Aged 16—Not in school and is on streets most of the time 
and has immoral companions. j 

Girl. Aged 13—Attends school irregularly and is very retarded, 
Parents unco-operative. Bad environment. 

Boy. Aged 11—Absent a great deal. Mother gives excuse “no 
clothes.” Father stays in stockade most of time. Mother drinks and 
is immoral. Mother three times arrested as occupant of dive and 
for soliciting. Children neglected. 

Girl. Aged 14—An adopted child. Mother, deceased, of ill 
repute. Foster mother told child she had it in her blood to be bad, 
Girl steals, lies and is sexual delinquent. A bad moral influence 
in school. Attendance good. 

The record runs on, page after page. 

Democracy has missed something here. Our concept of it, vague 
clear, must become clearer on this phase of our common life. 
The P.-T. A. wants a school for these children; a 24-hour, 
parental school. It is estimated there are about 500 children in 
Atlanta schools who should bé in the parental type school. The 
grand juries have recommended such a school. 

What is wrong with our government and our political leaders 
that the P.-T. A. can’t get it? Why haven't we had it for a long 
span of time? 

There are so many worthy, honest problems, crying for honest 
solutions, one may wonder why it is necessary to go chasing off 


after false problems. 

FSA REPORT In two communities, one in Alabama and one 
in Georgia, landowners have protested because 

the Farm Security Administration was offering loans to “their best 

tenants.” 

There may have been other such protests. 
have been sent me. 

It represents a dangerous point of view. 

What sort of a concept of democracy is it that causes a lande 
owner to believe he has a vested interest not only in the land but 
in people and that this interest must not be touched? 

Here is an influence which would create landowners.

The FSA holds out to all tenants who will work and who can 
show a record of work, an opportunity to buy land of their own. 
jt is a chance at participation in equality of opportunity. , 

Yet there are men selfish enough to want to keep their tenants, 
white and black, from taking advantage of this opportunity. 

How clear is that concept of democracy? 

The time cries out for real men and I think they will be found. 

The time cries out for character and honesty. Those qualities 
exist. 

How clear is your concept of this thing, this common cause? 


City Is Doomed Ii Free Men 
Can Refuse To Work 
On the Levee |

Do the rights of free men remain in full force when their coune 
try is in peril of its life? 

Until that question is answered, the labor problem will remain 
unsolved. 

In the year 1860, Mississippi river pilots, having acquired @ 
monopoly of their skill, forced their wage up to $1,000 a month. 
And there it remained until the Civil War stopped traffic on tke 
river. 

Now suppose that ten thousand men, influenced by environ- 
ment, chance or inclination, learn the art of making guns. The 
trade requires great skill, and no man can become competent in 
less than five years. : 

Having learned their trade, the men live quietly as good citi- 
zens and seem in no way different from other Americans. 

But a sudden crisis comes and the nation is in deadly peril. 
A conqueror who has crushed all other nations prepares to invade 
ours. There is desperate need of more guns. The frightened peo- 
ple hold mass meetings and plead for greater production. Every 
man’s life and fortune depends upon the nation’s ability to obtain 
more weapons. 

And then the. ten thousand gunsmiths quit work. It seems a 
fatal blow. The whole nation is terrified and boiling with resente- 
ment. People urge the government to use force. 

Government envoys ask the gunsmiths what they want, and 
they answer: “Other men use their power to get wealth. We want 
$1,000 a week.” 

The people clamor for drastic action. Headlines scream, “Use 
Bayonets on Traitors;” “Hang the Traitorous Strikers.” Mobs 
form and a few gunsmiths are beaten and maimed. 

The strikers, being free men, react by feeling abused. Insults 
make them defiant and sullen. They parade with banners, read- 
ing, ‘“‘Workers Are Not Slaves;” “You Can Murder Us, But You 
Can't Make Us Work.” Then, as threats multiply, they disappear 
into hiding. 

The country is helpless before the advancing conqueror. There 
is nothing anybody can do but wait in terror for death or enslave- 
ment. America and freedom are doomed. 

It is an ugly fact, but fact it is. If freedom includes the right to 
refuse to work when the nation is in peril, then freedom is doomed 
by its own inherent weakness and is incapable of saving itself. 

That is the root of the problem. That is the question that 
must be answered, quickly and once for all. 

The world’s greatest and richest nation, one hundred thirty 
million strong, cannot sav? itself or civilization if freedom includes

In the outright military alliance 
between Great Britain and Russia, 
precluding a separate peace, Hit- 
ler has suffered his second major 
defeat, and _ Britain 
again pursuing politics in the 
grand manner of her greatest days. 

What does Hitier nope for trom 
his invasion of Russia? 

Let us ask another question. 
What did Napoleon hope for from 
his invasion of Russia? The par- 
allels are amazing. 

Napoleon marched into Russia 
because he could not ‘get a peace 
with England that would leave 
him in possession of the conti- 
nent, and he was afraid to at- 
tempt the invasion of England. 

Benevolent Neutrality. 

In 1807 Napoleon had a non- 
aggression pact with Tsar Alex- 
ander, of Russia, who was called 
a traitor by Napoleon’s opponents 
—particularly by Prussia, which 
was the France of those days. In 
1812 Napoleon tried to persuade

So Napoleon invaded Russia in 
order to force her into an alliance 
against Britain. But instead Tsar 
Alexander made an alliance with 
England against the aggressor and 
breaker of the nonaggression pact, 
and with a promise of no separate 
peace. 

20-Nation Army. 

Napoleon got to Moscow with 
“an army of 20 nations,” made 
up of contingents of all the peo- 
ple dependent on him, and he 
called it a western crusade of lib- 
eration against Asiatic Russia. 
Alexander, “who could play many 
parts,” also spoke the language of 
liberalism, invoked justice, pro- 
claimed a war of liberation for 
Napoleon's captured nations, and 
prepared for peace with the west 
by making concessions on his 
previous policies. 

Napoleon ‘with the greatest 
army ever seen In the world’ got 
to the gates of Moscow and Na- 
poleon dreamed of dictating peace 
to the world from there. But he 
could not get peace with the Rus- 
sians, who continued to fight, re- 
fused to make a separate peace, 
iness, a race against time and 
against Hitler. 

“To realize how determined are 
the people of Scotland to make 
every use of their lance, it is per- 
haps significant to note that sheep 
are now being grazed on the hith- 
erto sacrosanct and hallowed turf 
of the ‘Royal and Anctent’ in St.

| followed the scorched earth pol- 
icy, destroyed the whole purpose 
of Napoleon’s campaign and were 
finally aided by Russia’s natural 
ally, the weather. 

Pierce Stalin Line. 

That Hitler’s armies will break 
through the Stalin iine seems al- 
together likely. But that the ef- 
fect of this Russian campaign ts 
terrible for German morale, no 
one who has even an inkling of 
the internal situation in Germany 
can doubt. The Russian-German 
pact was the most. popular 
achievement of Hitler and Ribben- 
trop. 

The German masses, like all 
i'masses everywhere in the 
hate the war. Hitler promised 
them first that there would be 
no war—that everything would be 
accomplished by bloodless. vic- 
tories. Then he promised them 
that the tactics of the blitzkrieg 
would mean victory with very lit- 
tle bloodshed. He promised them 
that no air raids would devastate 
Germany. He promised them that 
they would not have a two-front 
war. Now German youth are dy- 
ing like flies in Minsk and Pinsk. 

Furthermore, the whole revolu- 
tionary elan has gone out of Hit- 
ler’s war. Intellectuals in Ger- 
many, who were not Nazis, were 
arguing until this war began, that 
Hitler was only an incident, that 
the world was moving toward so- 
clalism, and that the two great 
revolutionary powers were com- 
bined against the static reaction- 
ism of England. 

Political Failure. 

The German and Italian short- 
wave broadcasting reveals that the 
political and propaganda line of 
the war has been lost. Day in and 
day out the Nazis are making a 
crusade for Christianity and con- 
servatism, in complete contradic- 
lion to what they were saying two 
months ago. 

An Italian broadcaster the other 
night warngd England that the At- 
lantic had become an American 
lake, and that America was pre- 
paring to stab England in the back 
from Iceland! In other words, Mr. 
Roosevelt, according to the Ital- 
lans, has adopted Lindbergh's pol- 
icy and joined the Axis. The Ger- 
man and Italian propaganda, 
which up to now has taken a bril- 
liant offensive, is now on a very 
weak defensive. Next week, per- 
haps, Hitler will be all out for 
freedom and democracy. 

In the United States, the coun- 
try Hitler most wishes to impress, 
the Holy Crusade is a dud of duds. 
as the Gallup poll of last Sunday 
reveals. Seventy-two per cent of 
people of all income groups want 
Russia to win against Germany— 
and for the most simple and un- 
ideological common sense reason: 
‘Russia is not imperialistic but 
Germany is. Russia even if she 


‘won. would not menace the United 


world, '

This does not mean that the Eng- 
lish-speaking world has or will 
have escaped the _ revolutionary 
trend of the times that arises out 
of the urge of the masses to a 
better and more secure existence. 

But the English-speaking world, 
the world dominated by Anglo- 
Saxon traditions and philosophy 
is reformist, empirical and liberty- 
loving. 

The alliance between Britain 
and Russia, and the line that 
Stalin is taking, mean the end of 
the menace of the bolshevization 
of Europe. 

As the England that fought rev- 
Olutionary France and Napoleon, 
but left the French nation intact 
after victory, took from the French 
Revolution everything in it that 
was sound, avoiding all its ex- 
cesses and madnesses and emerg- 
ing for its time as the most pro- 
gressively liberal nation of Ku- 
rope, so Britain and the United 
States when victorious will draw 
from the _ revolutions ‘of these 
times those elements necessary 


for progress in the 20th century. 


The peoples of continental Europe 
are more in danger of lapsing into 
black reaction of a static variety. 
than into a Communist revolution, 
for the people of Europe are sick 
and tired of revolution and war, 
and want peace and quiet. 

Out of the Axis-Britain-Russia- 
the United States-China can come 
the middle way. And Mr. Roose- 
velt’s prophecy made in his ine 
augural address will, I believe, 
come true: That neither Come- 
munism nor Nazilism but progres- 
sive democracy is the wave of the 
future.

VICHY, July 16.—(UP)—Gen- 
eral Maxine Weygand was named 


governor general of Algeria to- 
day, succeeding Admiral Jean 
Abrial, who was said by the Ger- 
man-controlled Paris press to be 
in jine for a “preponderant situa- 
tion” in the occupied capital. 

The appointment closely fol- 
lowed a demand in Paris, ostensi- 
bly caused by the French capitu- 
lati in Syria, that Marshal Henri 
Phi@pe Petain shake up his cabi- 
net and do away with “a regime of 
inexperience, instability and costly 
rivalries.” 

In his new ‘post Weygand, for- 
mer commander in chief of the 
Allied forces, will retain his pre- 
rogatives as military chieftain and 
the government’s general delegate 
in north Africa. 

Abrial was naval commander 
at Dunkirk before the French 
surrender to the Germans. He 
was captured at Cherbourg and 
released later and sent to Algeria. 

It long has been common talk 
here that Algiers was too small 
for both thé governor general and 
the government's delegate—Abrial 
and Weygand.

| Ordinarily shoes should be as 
soft and free from rigidity or stiff- 
ness as possible, with due regard 
‘for wear and protection against 
‘rough or sharp surfaces. If any 
| prop, brace, support or other cor- 
rective appliance is built in or 
worn with the shoes it should be 
only as prescribed by the phy- 
sician and worn under the phy- 
sician’s supervision. 

There can be no justification 
whatever for putting such appli- 
ances, built in or not, on the feet 
of infants, growing children or 
adults without individual medical 
advice and care. It is a grave 
mistake to take the attitude that 
the infant, growing child or youth 
requires any such brace, crutch, 
splint or supporter for normal 
growth and development. The par- 
ent, guardian or teacher who con- 
ceives the idea that a child or 
youth needs any artificial sup- 
port and fails to’ give the child 
or youth the benefit of proper 
medical attention fails in essen- 
tial duty to the child. Anyone 
other than a qualified physician 
who advises or urges the applica- 
tion of a brace or crutch or sup- 
port to any part of the growing 
child’s body does so at serious risk 
to the child’s physical well-being, 
even though the offender means 
well.

These 


Students Pay Visit 
To NYA Project 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 
CAMPOBELLO, N. B., Tuesday.—Yesterday was another inter- 


esting day at the International Students’ Service Conference here, 
spent for the most part listening to Justice Frankfurter addressing 
the Summer Student Leadership Institute. In 
the morning he made a remarkably clear and 
simple statement of what law means in a civi- 
lized society and what the background of our 
own law is in this country. 

He started out by telling us that he could 
not talk for an hour, since he was trained in 
the Harvard Law School method of making the 
pupils do the work. Therefore, he would ex- 
pect the students being trained for leadership 
here to behave in the same way and to carry 
the burden by asking questions after he had 
talked briefly. This was at 10:30, and at 12:15 
he suddenly looked at Dr. William Allen Neil- osetenniimmnnen 
son, president of Smith College, and asked: “What time is it?” 
He had been as interested as the listeners and I do not think any- 
one there had taken any account of the passage of time. 

We returned to our seats and spent an hour questioning him 
immediately after lunch. Then all of us got into a boat and went 
to Eastport, Maine, to visit the Quoddy Village. Many of the young 
people at our institute had never seen any NYA resident project. 
I found some of them watching the boys at work in the aviation 
unit rather enviously, I thought. Finally, one of them said: “I'd 
like to be here if I was not at Campobello.” 

We had a sumptuous repast with the senior personnel, what the 
chef termed a banquet.

Stirs Georgia 


Accused State Formally 
Notified of Retaliation 
Contemplation. 


Georgia formally notified Ken- 
tucky yesterday that its proposals 
for a reciprocal motor. vehicle 
agreement were unsatisfactory and 
threatened retaliation unless Ken- 
tucky receded from its present po- 
sition by July 25. 

At the same time Walter 
Donald, chairman 
Public Service Commission, 
charged that “municipalities all 
over Kentucky are operating a 
racket” by stopping Georgia truck- 
ers and forcing them to pay fines 
on the grounds they are exceeding 
the state’s 18,000-pound load limit. 

“It’s almost impossible for any 
Georgia truck operator to get into 
the state without paying a fine,’ 
McDonald said. The truckers, he 
continued, are stopped by munici- 
pal officers, haled before a police 
judge and forced to pay a fine. 
Usually, he said, the receipt for a 
fine Paid in one town is recogmz-

municipalities. 

In effect, he said, Georgia truck- | 
ers are forced to pay 
fee’® to Kentucky, adding that this 
smacked of “fee-grabbing.”’

provides that Georgia truckers, in 
moving certain farm produce to 
the midwestern markets, may 
obtain special permits to exceed 
Kentucky’s load limit and_ that 
Georgia in turn will not require 
Kentucky truckers entering this 
state to secure state license tags. 

In granting these permits, Ken- 
tucky has stipulated that Georgia 
truckers must post a $500 bond 
and pay $2 for each trip. Mc- 
Donald yesterday wrote H. Clyde 
Reeves, Kentucky commissioner of 
revenue, that Georgia would not 
accept any agreement unless these 
permits were granted without cost 
and without posting bond. 

He called the present arrange- 
ment “‘cumbersome and expensive” 
and said “Georgia found it im- 
possible to accede to the unrea- 
sonable and arbitrary regulations 
required in connection with the 
passage through your state of our 
overweight and oversize’ ve- 
hicles,”
